<2 of, and alſo ſuch Remedies as they conceive may be pꝛoper to pꝛevent ſuch Gꝛow⸗ 
ing Miſchicfs. 

CUhich Petition of theirs We have ſcrioufly Conſidered, and do wich much 
Contentment and Satisfaction, Accept and Appꝛove the great Care of Our ſaid Loyal Sub- 
jects the Toꝛds Spiritual and Tempoꝛal, and Commons in Parliament afſembled, 792 the Pꝛe⸗ 
ſervation of the True Religion Eſtabliſhed in this Kingdom; To which, as We have always 
Adhered again all Temptations whatſoever, lo We (hall ſtill employ Our utmoſt Care and 
5cal in the Maintenance and Ocfence of it. 

And Ue do theretoze by this Our Nopal Pꝛoclamation ſtreightl'» Charge and Conmany alt 
Jeſuits, and all Engliſh, Jriſh, and Scottiliz Pꝛieſts, and all others who have tanen Orrs 
from the See of Rome, 62 by the Authozity, o2 pretended Authoucy thereof, who are 25 under 
Neſtrant by 4 mpautonment, other then ſuch as not bemg our Paturalbom Subjects, £47 90s 
liged fo attend the Perlon of Our Deareſt Conſo2t the Queen, and cher then uch ner being 
Our Maturabbozn Subzects, ag oy the Laws of Nations are to attend Foꝛreien 22 1fty 
dours; Tha they do bekoze the Thirteenth of April nert , being Thirty 33ys after tie Date 
or this Pur Noclaination, Depart out of this Our Kingdom of England, and Dontmon of 
Wales, upon p3tyot having the Penalties of the Laws and Statutes of this Our Nealm 
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STD upon ti: Andkoꝛ their better means to Depart accoꝛdingly We do hereby Oe 
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irther Null and Pleaſure, That it at any time before the end or che 


ſaid Thirty Days. they 02 any of thein hall Reſo:t to any Poꝛt⸗Townu of Our laid Kingdont 
of England, oz D',minion of Wales, and there Declare himſelf to tie Magiſtrate of the Zown, 
oz other Officers ok any Poꝛt, that he isa Pꝛieſt, and that he is there to take Shipping koꝛ his 
Paſſage, they (all ſuffer him oz them quietly to Depart, aud (hall ſee chem Shipt and ſent 
away fo2 Fozreign Parts, and give them their Furtherance fo2 their Departure. And to the 
end this Dur Pꝛoclamation may be the better Obſerved and Obeyed, We do hereby ſtrictly 
Charge and Command all Dur Licutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, Commiſſioners, Juſtices 
Peace, Mayors, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, and all other Our Officers and Miniſters whatſoeve 
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Iiged to attend the Perſon of Our Deareſt Conſoꝛt the Queen, and other then (uct) nor being 
Dur Natural-bozn Subjects, as vy the Laws of Nations are to attend F92reion Amal 
donrs ; That they do befoze the Zhirteenth of April next, being Thirty aps after the Date 
of this Our Proclamation, Devart out ok this Our Kingdom of England, and Doummon of 
Wales, upon patwok having the Penalties of the Laws and Statutes of this Our Realm 
Inficed upon tig: Und for their better means to Depart acco2dinghy > We do hereby Oe 
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M0900! Bur farther Null and Pleaſure, That if at any time bekoꝛt the end or the 


ſaid Thirty Days. they oꝛ any of them hall Reſozt to any Poꝛt⸗ Town of Our laid Kingdom 
of England, oz D',minion of Wales, and there Declare himſelf to the Magiſtrate of the Lown, 
02 other Officers of any Port, that He is a Pꝛieſt, and that he is there to take Shipping for his 
Paſſage, they (all ſuffer him oz them quietly to Depart, aud (hall lee them Shipt and ſent 
away fo2 Fozreign Parts, and give them their Furtherance fo2 their Departure. And to the 
end this Dur Pꝛoclamation may be the better Obſerved and Obeyed, We do hereby ſtrictly 
Charge and Command all Dur Lieutenants, Deputy-Lieutenants, Commiſlioners, Juſtices 
of Peace, Mayors, Sheriffs, Bayliffs, and all other Dur Officers and Miniſters whatſoever, 
That they be Circumſpect and Uigilant, each of them in their ſeveral Charges, from and atcer 
the laid Thirteenth Day of April next, in Searching fo» and Diſcovering all ſuch Jeſuits and 
Pꝛieſts as afoꝛtlaid as Mall pꝛelume to Remain in this Our Kingdom of England, and Dominion 
of Wales, contrary to Our Laws, and Dur Royal Pleaſure and Command herein Declared; 
That ſo the Laws map be put in due Execution againſt them. 

And fo2 the better diſcovery of all others who are O9opil?y Recuſants, oꝛ juſtly ſuſpected to 
be lo, We do allo further require, charge and command; That all our Judges, Barons of 
our Exchequer, Juſtices of Peace, and Miniſters of iiitice in their ſeveral places, do not 
onely obſerve Our Will and pleaſure herein bekgꝛe erp2cſico, in all and every of the Pꝛemiles⸗ 
But allo koꝛthwith put all other Our Laws in oue Execution againft all Popilh Recuſants, 
and ſuch as are ſuſpected to be lo, in o2der to their (pretiy Conviction , and cauſe the ſaid 
Laws to be publickly given in Charge at all and cvery their Aſſiſes, Goal⸗deliveries 
and Quarter-ſeſſions reſpectively, and then and there take Oꝛder that ſuch Popilh 
Recuſants, 02 perſons ſuſpected to be ſo, may be ſpeedily Pꝛelented, Indicted, and Conviceed 
accoꝛding to Law, and that due Pꝛocels of Law may from time to time be iſſued out upon 
luch Convictions. 

And becauſe there may be ſome Pꝛieſts Impꝛiloned in this our Realm, yet unknown to us; 
We do Mill and Command all Sheriffs, Bapliffs, and Keepers of Pꝛilons, within Twenty 
days after Publication of this our Pꝛoclamation, to Advertiſe Our Privy Council, oz ſome 
of them of the Names of all ſuch Pꝛieſts that are in their Cuſtody, and by whom and fo2 what 
cauſe they were Committed, to the end that thereupon We may give oꝛder koꝛ their Tran- 
ſpo2tation as the Cale (Yall require.
